Following  the  previous  announcement  concerning 
the  Sportsman  of  the  Year  Award  instigated  in  1983, 
published  in  this  magazine  are  details  of  the  award  and 
the  criteria  for  selecting  the  winner.  Entry  forms  for 
your  Club's  nomination  can  be  obtained  from  the  office 
and  are  to  be  returned  by  the  secretaries  from  the 
various  clubs  by  January  31,  1984,  to  our  secretary, 

Mr  Norman  Smith. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr  Anthony 
Berkman  who  has  acted  as  secretary  of  the  Sports 
Co-ordination  Group,  for  the  marvellous  job  he  has  done 
in  arranging  the  meetings,  writing  up  the  minutes  and 
in  contacting  regularly  the  people  involved  in  the  group. 
We  sincerely  appreciate  Anthony's  effort  on  behalf  of 
the  Club  and  I  am  sure  the  award  will  be  a  great 
success.  I  would  also  like  to  have  this  opportunity  to 
thank  Mr  Allen  Walker  for  his  generosity  in  donating  the 
funds  necessary  to  purchase  the  first  annual  "useable" 
trophy  which  will  be  presented  to  the  winner  to  keep. 
Early  in  the  new  year  a  function  will  be  arranged  for 
presentation. 

Owing  to  urgent  retiling  of  showers,  installation  of 
new  plumbing  on  the  third  floor,  and  of  course,  the 
installation  of  new  filters,  the  pool  area  will  be  closed 
for  a  period  early  in  the  new  year  and  notice  will  be 
given  before  we  are  ready  to  do  this. 

The  committee  of  the  Club  has  successfully 
negotiated  a  settlement  with  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Sydney  over  the  Ordinance  70  Notice.  The  agreement 
was  approved  in  the  Land  and  Environment  Court  and 
briefly  means  that  the  Club  has  been  given  a  reprieve  of 


five  years  in  connection  with  the  major  parts  of  the 
work,  being  particularly  the  installation  of  two  new  fire 
escapes  and  a  new  hydrant  system  However,  we  have 
agreed  to  carry  out  the  lesser  works  over  a  period 
which  we  should  be  able  to  finance  from  the  Club's 
own  funds. 

Club  member  Harold  Cruickshank  recently  returned 
from  a  16- day  visit  to  Singapore,  where  he  was  able  to 
stay  with  his  wife  at  the  Tanglin  Club.  He  wrote  a  letter 
to  me  in  high  praise  of  the  first  class  facilities  this 
reciprocal  club  offers,  and  states  that  "we  are  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  as  a  reciprocal  organisation,  the 
Tanglin  Club  in  Singapore  and  members  visiting  that 
city  should  avail  themselves,  if  not  of  an  opportunity  to 
stay  in-house,  then  to  visit  for  a  meal  or  drink".  So  do 
not  forget,  when  you  are  travelling  overseas,  visit  some 
of  our  fine  reciprocal  clubs. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  those  many  members 
who  responded  to  my  request  for  them  to  identity 
people  in  the  thousands  of  photographs  which  we 
have  of  Club  members  and  their  guests  over  a  great 
number  of  years.  This  has  certainly  made  the  job  of 
editing  the  Clubs  history  so  much  easier. 

Once  again  the  overall  members'  useage  has  dropped 
and  is  down  6.9%  when  compared  to  the  same  period 
last  year. 

The  committee  is  currently  investigating  suggestions 
that  we  start  a  Backgammon  Club  and  a  Businessman's 
Group  within  the  Club  in  1984,  and  you  will  hear  more 
of  this  in  the  future. 

The  Clubs  Christmas/New  Year  functions  are 
advertised  elsewhere  in  this  issue  —  please  support  as 
many  as  possible  —  you  are  guaranteed  to  enjoy  yourself.

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Tattersall’s  Club  Sportsman  of  the  Year  Award 

As  previously  announced  by  our  Club  Chairman,  Mr  Keith  Moremon,  the  TattersalF  s  Club 
Committee  have  decided  to  introduce  a  Sportsman  of  the  Year  Award.  The  aim  of  this  article 
is  to  clarify  for  all  our  members:- 

A.  The  objects  of  the  award.  C.  Qualifications  of  nominees  for  the  award. 

B.  The  criteria  for  selecting  the  winner.  D.  Administration  of  the  award. 

OBJ  ECTS:  The  award  is  established  as  an  annual  event  on  a  calendar  year  basis  in  order 
to  give  our  Club  the  opportunity  to  formally  recognise  the  achievement  of  excellence  of 
sportsmen  participating  within  the  sporting  clubs  of  Tattersall's  Club. 

CRITERIA  FOR  NOMINATION:  1.  Regularity  of  participation  in  sporting  club  activities. 
2.  Degree  of  success.  3.  Sportsmanship  demonstrated.  4.  Enthusiasm  and  general  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  sporting  club.  5.  General  standing  and  reputation  in  relation  to  overall  Club 
membership.  6.  Nomination  form  in  hands  of  Tattersall’s  Club  Secretary  by  January  31  each 
year.  Five  of  these  criteria  are  to  be  judged  by  the  various  sub- club  committees,  on  a  points 
out  of  ten  basis,  with  any  appropriate  comments  included  on  the  nomination  form.  There 
will  also  be  a  space  provided  on  the  nomination  form  for  the  nominating  club  to  include 
additional  information  or  reasons  why  they  have  made  the  nomination. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  NOMINEES  OF  THE  SPORTSMAN  OF  THE  YEAR  AWARD: 

(a)  The  nominee  must  be  an  Ordinary  or  Life  Member  of  Tattersall’s  Club  as  provided  for  in 
Rule  3  ( and  Rule  3  a)  but  excluding  Honorary  Members  (3  ( c) )  and  Temporary  Members  (3  ( d) ) . 
These  rules  state:  "3.  The  Club  shall  consist  of  the  following  classes  of  members  (who  shall 
be  persons  of  the  male  sex)  (a)  Ordinary  Members,  (b)  Life  Members,  (c)  Honorary  Members, 
(d)  Temporary  Members.  3a.  Ordinary  Members  of  the  Club  shall  include  the  following 
further  classes:-(a)  Absentee  Members,  (b)  Bookmaking  Members,  (c)  Senior  Members, 
(d)  Country,  Interstate  and  Overseas  Members.”  (b)  The  nominee  must  be  a  financial 
member  or  honorary  member  of  his  subsidiary  club,  (c)  No  winner  of  the  award  shall  be 
eligible  the  following  two  years  nor  shall  the  same  person  win  the  award  more  than  three 
times.

The  town  remains  unhurried 
and  enchanting.  Lanai  is  almost  unin¬ 
habited  and  the  course  is  through  the 
main  shipping  channel  and  home  of 
the  breeding  whale.
